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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


The district superintendent in his report, explains 
-eoncisely the main provisions of the school law recent- 
ly enacted. He also discusses the serious - situation 
growing out of the lack of trained teachers owing to 
the fact that teachers are leaving their profession and 
are accepting more remunerative employment in com- 
mercial and industrial enterprises. 

In making this, his third annual report, the chair- 
man of the school board wishes to say that the local 
board fully concurs in what the superintendent has said. 
Naturally some confusion and perhaps a few misunder- 
standings have resulted from the change in the school 
law above referred to, but there ean be no doubt as to 
the progressiveness of the law nor as to its wide scope 
-and fundamental soundness. It should ultimately re- 
sult in improved schools everywhere throughout the 
state. 

The local board has tried to discharge its duties 
conscientiously and with all the efficiency possible with- 
in the limits of the individual capabilities of its mem- 
bers. It has endeavored to administer the school finances 
as economically as conditions would permit but with the 
eontinued upward trend in the cost of instruction and all 
of the appurtenances and commodities necessary there- - 
to there has been of course a corresponding inerease in 
expenses. | 

Although there: have been resignations from. the 
teaching staff, the schools have been kept open and the 
work carried forward in all grades by competent tempo- 
rary teachers. However, some fifty New Hampshire 
schools have been closed since January first owing to 
lack of teachers so that the future is in this respect un- 
certain. ; j . Ba . 3 ee

As provided for by the new law a supervisory union

was duly organized and Mr. James A. MacDougall, of 
Salem, was elected district superintendent. Mr. Mac- 
Dougall has had many years’ experience as teacher and 
as a superintendent of schools and should eventually ob- 
tain excellent results. Much of his time up to the pres- 
ent has been taken up in assisting the several towns in 
the PDE Ve ary, union to become adjusted to the ‘‘new 
regime.”’ 

Miss Beulah Averill as principal of ‘Pollard school 
has ‘been doing splendid work and should-have the en- 
thusiastic support of teachers and parents. Plaistow pa- 
rents should take a larger and a more friendly imterest. 
in the teachers and their work; should visit the schools 
oftener and learn at first hand how the school work is 
being conducted. Mere fault finding based for the most 
part upon hearsay can accomplish little if any good and 
may do infinite harm, but informed criticism and helpful 
suggestions will at all times be welcomed by the teach- 
ers, the superintendent and the school board. It is 
obviously unfair to draw comparisons between the 
schools of a village and those of a wealthy and populous 
eity but Plaistow schools will compare favorably with 
those of the same class anywhere in the state 

The community has again received a_ substantial 
memento of the continued interest of Mr. A. G. Pollard, 
of Lowell, Massachusetts, in his old home and the school 
that bears his name. The school board on behalf of the 
townsfolk extend thanks to Mr. Pollard for his generous: 
gift of the splendid cement walks that add so much to 
the appearance of the school building and its surround- 
ings as well as to the comfort of all who use the walks. 

Miss Esther Fitzgerald is in charge of the Westville 
school and is doing good work. Some necessary minor 
repairs are to be made as soon as the weather will per- 
mit that will improve the sanitary and heating condi- 
tions of the school building. 

On December fifteenth, Mrs. Margaret T. Ryder, 
after nearly six years of faithful service as secretary and. 
member of the board, tendered her resignation which 
was accepted by the school board only upon her im- 
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perative insistance. Mrs. Ryder’s resignation was much 
regretted by her colleagues. 

The thanks of the school board are due to the su- 
perintendent, the teachers and all who have in any way 
assisted in an honest endeavor to administer the educa- 
tional activities of the community so as to serve the: 
best interests of the schools. |

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 





'To the School Committee and Citizens of Plaistow: 


I herewith submit my report as superintendent of 
‘schools. 

As my work began in September this report must 
be brief and must deal for the most part with general- 
ities. 

The town of Plaistow has reason to feel proud of 
its schoolhouse accommodations. The Pollard school is 
clean, commodious and well built and well furnished. 
‘Children are bound to feel greater respect for their 
‘school, their teachers and for themselves through at- 
tendance in a school such as this. Teachers necessarily 
are more cheerful and their work is better done than if 
compelled to spend their days in dull and dingy sur- 
roundings. The entire town becomes more pleased with 
itself through having for its school center such a build- 
ae 

I found the work of the schools in general well up to 
the state program of studies. While there were mur- 
murinegs because of the large percentage of failures in 
the examinations for the Haverhill High School last 
June it appears to me that this was the result of the 
pupils being examined in the work of one program of 
studies after having studied the work as planned by a 
different one. The Haverhill. elementary schools have 
been conducted on a nine year basis up to the present 
year while the New Hampshire program is outlined on 
an eight year plan. Necessarily there will be points in 
all subjects where the one course will fail to fit for the 
other. 

The introduction of specific teaching of music un- 
der the supervision of a teacher specially prepared for, 
and having had several years’ experience in this work 
adds materially to the educational value of the ele- 
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mentary schools. A very few years of this work will 
prove its worth. 

The school law passed by the legislature of 1919 is. 
the most progressive as well as the most. comprehensive. 
piece of school legislation so far enacted by any state: 
and its provisions place New Hampshire’s educational 
system in the very front of the state systems of the 
country. The most important changes effected are: 

1. The establishment of a State Board of HEduca-. 
tion with functions and duties that its members may 
not delegate to its executive officer, the commissioner 
of education. 

2. "The establishment of state wide supervision of 
schools under approved superintendents. These super- 
intendents while nominated by the joint committees of 
the supervisory districts are elected by the State Board 
of Education and are State officials whose duties and. 
powers are defined. 

3. The fixing of a minimum of 36 weeks of school 
for elementary schools. 

4. The definition of what shall constitute an ap-- 
proved elementary school. 

5. State wide certification or approval of teach-. 
ers and that the State Board shall fix standards of quali-. 
fication to be met in order that approval may be se- 
‘cured. 

6. A requirement that all common school branches: 
shali be taught in English and that Americanization. 
schools shall be conducted for persons who cannot speak 
English. 

It further requires that selectmen shall assess a tax 
of $2 per pupil of entire registration for the preceding 
year to defray the expense of state wide supervision and. 
a tax of $3.00 per thousand of the value of the ratable: 
estate assessable for current ‘year for the support of 
elementary schools, Americanization schools, the pur- 
chase of textbooks, pupils’ supplies and flags and ap- 
purtenances and the supervision of the health of the 
children. This sum may be increased by vote of the dis- 
trict to any sum up to $5 on the thousand but to dis- 
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‘tricts in which the sum up to $5 on a thousand is not 
sufficient the state shall provide the balance from funds 
appropriated for this purpose. 

The intention of the law is to make of the state one 
big school district with a view of giving to the children 
of the small town whose. property value is small and 
whose tax rate unreasonably high educational opportun- 
ities as nearly as possible equal to those of the city and 
large town in which commerce and manufacturing and 
the opportunity to earn money make the payment of 
higher taxes much easier than in the back section where 
no such opportunities exist. 

The first principle of this law is equalization of ed- 
ucational opportunities for all children in the state, the 
second is the standardization of the schools. 

‘ In towns like Plaistow the cost of running the 
schools will not likely be less and may be slightly more 
than under the old law, but owing to the increased cost 
of living and consequent higher salaries paid this year 
it is impossible to make a close estimate. 

Until this year it has never been difficult for Plais- 
tow to get graduates of the Lowell or of the Salem 
Normal Schools to teach here for a year or two or until 
they found a situation in or near their home town or city. 
The demand for young women in the mills and offices of 
the cities and the fancy wages paid have drawn from the 
teaching foree many already at work, but especially have 
attracted the recent graduates of the normal schools who 
would ordinarily be candidates for teaching positions in 
these towns near the state lime. The young graduates of 
high schools have also been drawn in and the attendance 
in many normal schools has been cut 50 ‘per cent. There 
are not enough trained teachers left to go around this 
year, and during the next few years conditions will grow 
worse rather than better until manufacturing shall have 
caught up with the demand. 

The plan of certification of teachers now being put 
into effect that requires at least some professional train- 
ing will go far towards safeguarding the standards of 
work already established here. 
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One other factor that will help to solve the teacher 
problem and in fact the whole problem of education in 


country districts is for people to get back somewhat to 


the old-time social attitude and establish friendly rela- 
tions with their children’s teacher. The teacher is just 
a human being neither better nor worse than the aver- 
age of human beings and it will make her do better 
work with the children if the people of her community 
accept her in this spirit. 

Furthermore I would strongly urge parents of girls 
who will graduate from high school this year to con- 
sider well the opportunity for service of the highest char- 
acter that are opening in teaching profession. To be sure 
they will have to work hard and the return in money 
will not make them wealthy, but they will have the sat- 
isfaction of having an important part in the greatest; 
the noblest work in the world—that of moulding the 
character of the next generation, of helping to establish 
the principles by which this country will be governed. 
They can probably make more weaving cotton or stitch- 
ing shoes. But the cloth soon wears out and the shoes 
soon become worthless, their money is soon spent and 
the pleasures bought with it are quickly gone. But the 
character and principles of right living and right think- 
ing established by the patient, conscientious teacher will 
so on and express themselves in cleaner living and bet- 
ter citizenship long after her own heart has ceased to 
beat. 


Plaistow was fortunate in having a full corps of . 


teachers’ when schools opened in September. Some 
changes have occurred since the opening of school and 
wherever a vacaney occurs there is always ee 
now in finding the right teacher. 

I desire to express to school committee, teachers 
and citizens my appreciation of the co-operation giver 
me in my work.
